“T wish to announce to my many 
friends that I will be a candidate 
for the office of Chief of Police at 
the April election,” declared Ser- 
geant Charles Hardie last night in 
his first public statement of his in- 
tention, although he received the 
endorsement of Chief John Gla- 
vinovich a month ago. 

In his qualification Hardie lists 
his service of over 22 years. He 
joined the department on August 
1, 1915 as deputy marshall to serve 
under Glavinovich, then marshall. 
He advanced to the sergeancy in 
1927 when his superior officer be- 
came Chief of Police. 

In 1924 he inaugurated the fin- 
gerprinting system here, a method 
that has proved of great value in 
catching a number of criminals 
who operated here and fled. Hardie 
studied under Frank DePue, form- 
er expert. of the Berkeley Police 
Department, 

Under his direction a practical 
system of probation for juvenile 
offenders was instituted, as well as 
methods of recording important 
data, in the local office. 

“Tf I am elected I pledge myself 
to maintain the same clean City 
that Chief Glavinovich has and will 
lend every effort to keep our de- 
partment up-to-date, keeping 
abreast of the latest developments 
in crime prevention, detection and 
identification,” he promised. Other 
points stressed were the necessity 
of safeguarding children and the 
education of the public along all 
lines of safety.

Savings Units 
Show Increase 


California, with 69 Federal Savings 
and Loan Associations, holds fourth 
place among the 48 states in point of 
number of these associations, and sixth 
in point of total assets, according to 
a statement just released by Preston 
Delano, governor of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank System, to Cyril C. Lotz, 
president of the Albany Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Association. 

The total assets of the 69 California 
Federals amount to $64,485,000. The 
Nation’s structure of Federal savings 
and loan associations grew rapidly in 
1937 and now embraces 1,324 institu- 
tions, an increase of 125 for the year. 
Associations operating under Federal 
charter, Delano explained, offer their 
shareholders the protection of insurance 


‘on individual accounts up to $5,000 


each through the Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Corporation, an agency 
of the United States Government, and 
are subject to Federal supervision, thus 
aifording their patrons security and 
sound management, 

The combined assets of Federals in- 
creased $249,193,000 during the first 
eleven months of 1937, to show total 
assets amounting to $1,035,453,000, 
representing the savings of approximate~ 
ly 850,000 investors. 

In its effort to encourage home 
building, the United States government 
through the Treasury Department and 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation has 
invested since 1933 approximately 
$215,000,000 in shares of 1,000 separate 
associations, a large part of which has 
been passed on to the individual citi- 
zen in the form of loans for house 
construction. The government has re- 
ceived regular dividends on this in- 
vestment. { 

The Federals during 1937 financed 
21 per cent of the total amount loaned 
by all financial institutions for the con- 
struction of homes, 

According to the president of the 
Albany Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation, this vast amount of savings 
bas been drawn to the Federals not 
only by the insured and absolute safe- 
ty of the account, and its withdrawal 
privileges, but by reason of the higher 
afford which ranges from 3 1-2 to 4 
per cent which is now being paid. 

In view of the fact that the stock 
market has shown a big decline for 
1937, the Dow Jones industrial average 
showing a loss of 33 per cent for the 
year, the rail average a loss of 45.4 
per cent, and the utility average a 
loss of 41.7 per cent, and that the 
banks are only paying 1 1-2 to 2 per 
cent dividends on savings, this increase 
in Federal savings was to be expected, 
and the new year will show great ad- 
ditional increases to the assets of all 
associations, 

The assets of the Albany Federal 
Savings and Loan Association show an 
increase of 154 per cent since the as- 











sociation received its Federal charter 
in July of the past year, and it is 
expected with the new local interest in
